On Teaching Cats 

I note with great interest the article 
in the March issue by D. Reinke on teach- 
ing a cat. I claim they will respond 
quicker and better to praise and petting 
than to a tempting morsel of food. 

I adopted Sue at about eight weeks of 
age and soon afterward started training her 
by lifting her right paw and _ shaking it 
very frequently when I found her in a 
sitting or standing position. At the same 
time I would say, “Shake!” over and over. 
Also at times I would say, “Miaow— 
speak” several times in succession. Very 
soon I noticed that Sue would slightly lift 
her right paw on some occasions when I 
would approach her. So I tried her out 





by sitting her on a chair before me and 
I commanded “Shake!” and up came 
her paw for a shake. I then commanded, 
“Speak!” and she opened her mouth and 
let out a loud “miaow.” I always pet her 
and say “Smart Cat!” and she bristles all 
over and struts around in proud fashion. 
She is now over five years old and still 
does her stunts and all I have to do is say 
“Smart Cat!” a few times and she will 
jump up on a chair and sit in readiness 
to shake and speak. I have never given 
her any food in recompense for her tricks; 
only petting and praise. 

She has other tricks like retrieving a 
ball and sitting astride the arm of a chair 
(see cut). She seems to enjoy being 
photographed. 

You may want to tell your readers about 
making with scissors a ball about one 
inch diameter out of fine sponge rubber. 
Obtain sponge intended for bath use. It 
proves best for retrieving.

RABIES IS NO RARITY WITH CATS, 


Lack of knowledge can prove a danger- 
ous weapon, especially when such lack 
is manifested in a communication designed 
for reader consumption and influence, and 
which uses for ammunition not facts, but 
skepticism directed at a so-called non- 
existent cat disease. Just as abdominal 
surgery was the target of scornful attacks 
at its inception, and psychoanalysis an 
object of ridicule before it was accepted 
by the public, so today medical science 
is again confronted with an attack on one 
of its discoveries, the protective inocu- 
lation against one of the lesser: known 
cat diseases, hydrophobia. 

Since facts are so easily accessible on 
both preventative and prevalence, it is 
doubly amazing that such an_ attack, 
obviously based on a wealth of misinfor- 
mation, has been brought forth with such 
uncompromising conviction. 


In the February issue of Cats, Mr. 
Truman Pierson, writing on rabies, cha!l- 
lenged me to bring on my proofs that this 
disease exists in cats. This I propose to 
do, but first I should like to express my 
complete bewilderment that such a con- 
demnation should spring from an articie 
no more designed to scare than any other 
article presenting “new” material. Be- 
cause rabies is not as common as enteritis 
or distemper, does that mean it must be 
spoken about in whispers? Because vac- 
cine is the only known preventative, should 
the subject be taboo? Because, when an 
epidemic strikes, it is only the free-run- 
ning alley cat that is exposed, should the 
matter be shrugged aside as of compara- 
tive unimportance ? 

According to the charts of the U.S. 
Bureau of Animal 
to me by L. T. 


Industry, forwarded 
1 Giltner, Acting in 
Charge, Pathological Division, there were 
207 positive cases of rabies in cats in th 
U. S. in 1938. In 1939, there were 268 
cases, in 1940, 260; in 1941, 294; in 1942, 
250; in 1943, 316; in 1944, 419; in 1945, 
466, and in 1946, 455 cases. States suf- 
fering the heaviest 1946 outbreaks (cats) 
were: Georgia, 76 cases; Texas, 64 
Alabama, 36, and California, 30 

It is noteworthy that the northwestern 
part of the U. S. is virtually free of rabie 
in ANY animal, while the southern and 
mid-western states continue to report out- 
breaks. Incidence of rabies in cats natural- 
ly cannot compare with rabies in dogs, 
but it is significant that since 1938 the 
number of positive cases has more than 
doubled, while that in dogs, though 
fluctuating, has remained about the same. 
1947 figures are not available at this time, 
but are being compiled by the Bureau of 
Animal Industry from reports of the 
livestock sanitary official and health officer 
in each state. 

Rabies cases in this country are definite-

ly increasing. In an effort to participate 
in a control program on a national scale, 
Bill HR 3289 was introduced in the 
House of Representatives, amending 
certain Acts under which the Bureay 
operates, to include within their pro- 
visions, dogs and OTHER DOMESTIC 
CARNIVORA. The committee on rabies 
wholeheartedly endorsed the report of 
the special committee of the A.V.M.A., 
referring particularly to a meeting cf 
special representatives to draw up definite 
plans. 

Without the kind cooperation of the 
eminent Dr. Morris Fishbein, Editor, 
Journal of the American Medical Ass’n., 
it would be impossible to bring you the 
results of this meeting. As it is, I have in 
my possession that part of the Nov. 22, 
1947 Journal devoted to this subject. 
Since the report is too lengthy to reprint 
here, only such portions that should prove 
interesting to the Cat 
touched upon.

A name familiar to all in the East, and 
possibly to those living in other sections 
of the country as well, is Irwin Schroeder, 
D.V.M., Chief of Staff, Angell Memorial 
Animal Hospital, Boston, Mass.

Q. Are cats subject to rabies? 

A. Yes, cats are susceptible to rabies 
as are all warm blooded animals.

Q. Have you ever treated a case of 
rabies in dogs? Cats? 

A. The answer would, of course, be no. 
Once an animal shows symptoms of rabies, 
there is no known treatment of any value. 
Once a case is recognized as rabies, the 
animal invariably succumbs to the disease 
within a period of seven to fourteen days. 
(this proves that there is no “serum shoot- 
ing” in connection with rabies. R.S.) 

Q. Do you consider prophylactic inocu- 
lation an effective means of . protecting 
animals in infected areas? 

A. Yes, this is one of the recognized 
preventative measures taken in areas where 
there is an outbreak of rabies. All recog- 
nized Boards of Health throughout the 
U. S. and Canada include inoculation, 
with other measures of prevention when 
there is an outbreak. 

Another progressive veterinarian, Dr. 
H. F. McDonald of Utica, N. Y., addressing 
the Mohawk Cat Club (April 1947) on 
cat diseases, briefly outlined each disease 
a cat is subject to. His list included 
rabies! 

It was my intention to include with this 
material excerpts of letters received from 
various individuals. However, I think 
the above is sufficient proof for even the 
most skeptical that rabies IS a_ cat’s 
disease and that vaccine IS the only known 
preventative in an infected area (aside 
from keeping the animal under lock and 
key). 

I cannot pretend to understand why 
Mr. Pierson is so strongly against serums 
since he did not clarify his remarks. Con- 
sequently they have to be accepted at face 
value. But classing the medical profession 
serum shooters,” is ridiculous. Many 
of our foremost breeders do their own 
“serum shooting,” and to condemn one 
group is to condemn the other. 

In closing, I wish to go on record as 
approving wholeheartedly not only of 
serums, but of the men who shoot them. 
High walls may keep out rabies, but no 
wall is high enough to keep enteritis out. 
And what is the answer when enteritis 
strikes? SERUM.
